The Chinese Indemnity. 


The Investors’ Review, which is nothing. 


if not pessimistic, makes the following 
comments on the political situation in 
China :—What the Powers are doing in 
Peking passes the wit of man to guess. 
That they aro agreeing we do not believe, 
except in some fashion on one point. They 
seem united to fix a preposterous in- 
demnity uyon the Chinese people; an 
indemnity that the latest story puts at 500 
million . taels; say in ‘round figures 
£109,000,000, Possibly enowgh, the supple, 
bot unyielding, Chinese mandarins will 
accept any figure the Powers choose to 
impose on them,-but that China will, pay 
Fapy appreciablo portion of tho-indemuity 
asked out of its own resources is not. ta be 
belicved for a ‘moment. It will gladly 
allow European Powers to. raise the loan, 
whatever its amount, in their own money 
markets, and if the burden, proves too

British Trade with China 


Discussing the forcign trade of Groat 
Britain, Investors’ Review makes tho follow- 
ing comments on 13th April :—The effect 
bf wars and other disturbances must not 
be left out of account in estimating the 
posstbilitics of business in the immediate 
future. Cluna, for example, took only 
32,000,000 yards of our cotton piece goods 
last month, as against about 65,000,000 
yards in 190), and our total exports of 
these tissues to China in tho current year 
has fallen to 103,274,000 yards, compared 
with 189,056,000 yards in the first quarter 
of 1900. Last year's figures were probably 
excessive, because the China trade was 
pushed in s somewhat frantic way carly 
in that year, yet the total for this yeur ‘is 
uch below that for the first quarter of 
1899, which was 145,746,0-0 yards, But 
for the fact that cur exports to India mrin- 
tain Eheir yolume with romarknble persis- 
tence our total exports of ,catton tissues 
would have shewn a lamentable falling off 
compared with the first quarters of the 
two preceding years, We sont less to the 
Dutch East Indivs, the Philippine Islands, 
Japan, tha United States of North Ame- 
rica, Fureign West Indies, Mexico, Chili, 
Brazil, Argontins, and British West Africa. 
British South Africa took more, but condi- 
tions ara at present. altogother abnurmal 
there, and probably tho increase represents 
Army and camp-following demands. 


Overcrowding the Cause of Phthisis. 


The Medical Officer of Health (Dr 
Clark) in 2 Jong minute submitted tothe 
Sanitary Board this sftervoon, furnishes 
proof of tho questioned statement in his 
annual report that ‘The number of deaths 
of Chinese ‘from phthisis wes 846, or G14 
por cent.of tho totsl deaths from the 
respiratory diseases : this discase is intim- 
ately associated -with overcrowded aud 
That: plithisis was 
intimately ‘nesociated with overcrowding 
and insanitary conditions , had, he said, 
been established beyond the possibility of 
doubt, and ‘tho. mortality figures of this 
Colony certainly bute out this statement. 
Te the Amy (numbering 2668) there were 
2 deaths, Navy (3110) £ death, . Mercantile 
Marine (990) 6 deaths and Resident Civi} 
Cormounity (8140) 20 deaths. Taking the 
civil community and dividing it: into 
nationalities, there wers 8 deaths among 
Portuguese,: 6. Indian, g Japanese, . 1 
British, 1 “French, 1 Norwegian, and 1. 
American. “The - white-civil: population, 
among which tlere were'only four duaths, 
numbered 3702, and the coloured-civil 

populoticn numbered 4438, Tho death-rate 
among the former’ was therfore 1.08 per 
1000, and of tho latter 3.6. Tho’ coloured. 
population lived under precisely the came 
sanitary conditions'as Lhe Chineso, among 
whoin the death-rate was 3.1.
